V. SPIRITUAL LIFE 


D aily Mass is offered in the chapel at 7:30. Visits to the Blessed Sacra ¬ 
ment may be made throughout the day. On Wednesdays the Student Dialogue Mass 
is offered in the auditorium. On the week of the First Friday it is transferred to 
Friday and will be a Sung Mass. Confessions are heard regularly in the chapel. 

During October and May the Rosary is recited in front of the Marian Shrine. 

At the end of the 1st Semester a two-day retreat is conducted separately for 
boys and girls. 

Prayers : Morning announcements over the public address are preceded by 
prayer and a short passage from the New Testament. The Morning Offering should 
be recited in the home rooms., then followed by the pledge of allegiance to the 
flag.

Lunch C Group: Disregard bell ending Lunch A, which sounds during 

Period IV-A. Observe next bell, which ends Period IV-A and announces 
Period V-A. Disregard bell ending Lunch B. Observe next bell, which 
ends Period V-A and announces Lunch C. Observe bell ending Lunch 
C and announcing Period VI. 

Doors of Marian Hall will be open at 7:15 for students wishing to assist 
at the 7:30 Mass in the chapel. This is the only reason permitting entrance to 
Marian Hall before 8:10. Before school there is to be no loitering behind the gym 
or on Mercer St. Students may enter gym, auditorium or cafeteria under faculty 
supervision. 

If you cannot arrive for the beginning of Mass, do not hesitate to come in 
(quietly!) for the latter part of it. Communion will be distributed at 8:10 for those 
unable to be present for Mass at all. 


St. Edmund's Hall will be opened at 8:05 for students wishing to go to 
Library or Bookstore. Those loitering in the building before 8:10 will be punished. 
No one may enter Home Room before 8:15. 

Doors of Marian Hall and St, Edmund's will be opened for general entrance 
at 8:10. Report to Home Rooms immediately, not before, when bell rings at 8:15 
and be ready to begin school day at 8:20. 

Four minutes are provided for passing between classes. Students must be 
in the next scheduled class before the starting bell. 

Following dismissal at 2:45 students are to return home without delay, not 
loitering on grounds or around town or congregating in stores. 
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Extra-Curriculars, except Athletics, are usually over by 3:30, and, unless 
students are detained by teachers for special activities, the buildings are to be 
clear by 3:40 . 


VII. ACADEMIC MATTERS 

A. Studies represent the most important part of the school program. Here the 
student finds his present life work, his here-and-now vocation. No other school 
activity can have genuine importance unless this primary work is honestly and 
conscientiously done. Students should carefully follow the suggestions of their 
teachers in approaching particular subjects, learning how to study each in the 
most effective way. The amount of time to be spent at home in study and prepara¬ 
tion for the next day's assignment will vary according to the student's academic 
load; however, two hours should be considered minimum for everyone. Home 
work is never done. 

B. Curricula 

1. Students are assigned to courses in Grade IX, and specialization 
according to Academic , Commercial, or General will come later. 

2. The Diploma at graduation will be conferred according to the follow¬ 
ing criteria: (A unit represents a year's work in a major subject, 
which usually meets 5 periods per week and requires considerable 
work outside class).

D. Grading 

1. Quarterly marks are determined by averaging daily recitation with 
regular tests and quizzes. The Semester mark is the average of the 
two quarterly marks and the examination mark. Final average is the 
average of the two semester marks. 


2. Marks are a means to an end . When misguided students make them 
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the end-all of their education, it can't really be dignified by the name edu¬ 
cation. Viewed in proper balance, however, school grades are definitely 
important, providing a necessary appraisal of scholastic achievement and 
effectiveness of teaching. They offer a worthy incentive for student am¬ 
bition. 

3. Our marking code is the diocesan system . "E" is a very high mark , 
with an approximate percentage equivalent of 96-100. "A" is a superior 
mark, 88-95. "G" includes average and somewhat above average work. 
78-87, while "L", 70-77, includes average and below average . "F", be¬ 
low 70, indicates failure. 

4. Report Cards, indicating scholastic achievement and noting quality of 
effort and cooperation, are issued four times yearly. Parents should 
examine, sign and return to school the day after they were issued. F-Warn- 
ings are sent out towards the end of the marking period and indicate that 
determined effort is needed to prevent failure in particular subjects. 

Subscripts indicating pupil behavior may appear with the scholastic 
mark on the report card. While they do not alter scholastic rating, two 
or more conduct marks on a report card will make a student ineligible for 
the published Honor Roll. 

5. The Honor Roll . 

a * Determined by Honor Points given according to the following 
schedule: 

1) Subjects with an honor point rating of A (Lab. courses 
rate one point more). 

E = 4 honor points; A= 3; G= 2; L= 1 

2) Subjects with a B rating: 

E= 3; A= 2; G=1 

3) Subjects with a C rating 

E= 2; A- 1; G=l/2 

4) Subjects with a D rating 

E = 1; A- 1/2 

b. FIRST HONORS are awarded to students earning 20 Honor Points 
for a given marking period. SECOND HONORS : seventeen Honor 
Points. At the half year, points are derived from the semester 
average, at the year's end from the year's average. 

c. Students who maintain an A average for the year may be excused 
from final exams at the discretion of the teacher. 

d. Certifi cation for College is given without qualification to those 
who maintain an average of 85% in all major subjects. 
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Promot ion to the next grade is determined by academic units earned, 
particularly in subjects with A or B Honor Point rating. Freshmenmust have 
earned at least 3 units to be eligible for the next grade; sophomores, 

7 units ; juniors, 11 units . 

7. Cheating on exams is a reprehensible form of the sin of dishonesty; and 
as such it is a moral matter. The exam in question will be marked 0. 

E. The School Library . 

The library and its facilities are available to all faculty members and students 
who wish to do reference work, or who wish to borrow books for school use or pleas¬ 
ure reading. Pupils desiring to do any research work in the library during their study 
periods should report to the library immediately after class period and count on 
remaining there throughout the period. Attendance will be taken in the library and 
the lists will be sent to the different study rooms concerned. Students abusing their 
library privilege in any way will be deprived of it. 

Library Quarters: St. Edmund's Hall, second floor. 

.Hours; 8:05A.M. to3:15P.M. — Monday through Friday. 

Circulation. 

1. Books ordinarily circulate for a period of two weeks; however they may 

be recalled before that time if they are needed for a particular assignment. 

2. Overdue books incur a fine of 2$ a day. 

3. No other material may be borrowed from the library until the overdue books 
are returned to the library and the fine paid. 

Charging and Returning Books . 

1. Remove the card from the book pocket and sign both your name and your 
homeroom. 

2. Give both card and book to the desk assistant who will stamp the date 
due on both card and date due slip and return the book to you. 

3. When you return the book, do not replace it on the shelf, but place it on 
the circulation desk. 

4. When you finish reading a book, be sure to return it directly to the library. 
■B-Q hQl pass it on to your friends. Other students may be waiting for that 
book to carry out some assignment. 

Rules : 

1. Silence and quiet must be observed in the library at all times. 

2. Periodicals or magazines do not circulate for home use and must not be 
taken from the room without special permission. 

3. Reference books such as dictionaries and encyclopedias must be consult¬ 
ed in the room only. 
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4. Magazines and books placed on reserve by teachers are charged out 
for OVERNIG FIT USE ONLY . This means that such material must be 
returned before the first period of the next school day. Failure to do 
so means a fine of 5£ a day. 

N.B. Be sure that all books and magazines are duly stamped at the desk 
before leaving the library. Check the date due from time to time to 
avoid needless fines. 

F. Transcripts of student's scholastic-personal record will be sent to the college of 
choice. A fee of 50$ will be charged for each transcript. 


VIII. GUIDANCE 


A. The Home Room 

1 • The Home Room is as the name implies; it is where you begin each day 
and where some of your most lasting contacts take place. Your home 
room counsellor's primary aim is to help you make the most of your edu¬ 
cational opportunities at St. Bernard's. Do not hesitate to seek advice 
from your home room teacher, not only in scholastic matters, but also 
in any problem which may arise in or out of school. 

2. The long Home Room period will be regularly scheduled for purposes of 
Group guidance. Take an active part in these home room discussions. 

B. Counselling Services 

!• Girls ' counselling and special guidance will be directed by Mother David. 
A private office has been provided off the main lobby (formerly the girls' 
infirmary). 

2. Boys ' counselling will be handled by Father Benedict and Father Kane. 

A private office has been provided in St. Albert's Hall (A-3). 

IX. REGULATIONS AND OTHER SCHOOL INFORMATION 
A. Assembly 

1. In the auditorium for full assembly. Students will sit with their home 
rooms according to the seating plan given below. Right and left are 
determined by a position facing the stage. Notice that seats in the 
extreme right and left aisles are included in the home room sections.

2. For Home Room or Period 1 Assembly , report to auditorium with your home 
room. Home Rooms on main floor of Marian Hall enter by center doors; 
those on basement and 3rd floor use side doors. Boys from St. Edmund's 
use center doors. Do not cross lobby . 

3. For regular assembly, after period 3 , leave books in a convenient place 
(locker, 3rd period class, 4th period class, cafeteria), and report at 
once to auditorium, entering by door nearest your class section, taking 
your place with your home room teacher quickly and quietly . 

4. No talking in the auditorium; silence is to observed as soon as you enter . 

Let mature behavior characterize all our public gatherings. Applaud when 
applause is in order, without unmannerly noises or actions. With so many 
students in the auditorium, no one can feel that he or she can be an excep¬ 
tion to these rules. Particularly during Mass should a spirit of restraint 
and reverence prevail, 

5. Dismissal is by class: seniors, juniors, sophomore girls, sophomore 
boys, freshmen girls, freshmen boys. In passing to next class after 
assembly (only), up and down designations on Marian Hall stairways 
need not be observed. Use the one nearest to the door by which you 
leave the auditorium. 


B. Traffic 

1. Members of student patrol represent the school. They should be respected 
and obeyed. Students are to wait if so directed by patrol member in order 
to permit passage of others. 

2. G eneral rule of corridor traffic : Keep to the right, single file, going 
around patrol members stationed in corridors and lobby. Move quickly 
but without loud noise, running, or other unmannerly behavior. Observe 
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up and down signs in Marian Hall and St. Edmund's. 

3. Students who have the next class in another building should leave the 
classroom first. Do not loiter or delay, especially at the entrance. 
Permission to use lavatories at times other than lunch period must be 
obtained from class or study hall teacher. 

4. Entering and Leaving Buildings . 

a. Marian Hall: Enter by front doors on right (facing building). 
Leave by doors on opposite side (they will be on your right 
as you leave). Rear doors near gym may be used for traffic 
to and from St. Albert's. 

b. St. Edmund's I-Iall: Enter and leave by door near traffic circle 
only, keeping to right. Door leading to Brainard St. not to be 
used. 

c. St. Albert's Hall : Enter by front door (Broad St.) only. Leave 
by rear door only. 

C. Cafeteria 

1. Enter by doors at foot of stairs. Shelves are at entrance for books. 
Tables may also be used. Do not open books or use them while eating. 
Hot lunch line forms on right (as you enter), cold lunch on left. 

2. Students must remain at tables in cafeteria for fifteen minutes (for pur¬ 
poses of good digestion and manners). Bell will ring five minutes be¬ 
fore end of lunch period, allowing use of lavatories at entrance to cafe¬ 
teria or on way to next class. Have a care in going to lockers and 
moving in corridors while classes are in session during your lunch 
period. 

3. Eating is to be confined to cafeteria, and food is not to be taken else ¬ 

where . 

4. Bring trays and dirty dishes to receiving space near dishwasher, and 
dispose of all trash in receptacles provided. If you dispose of your 
tray before the 15 minute bell, return to your table. Leave table fit 
for the next lunch. 

5. Exits : Use door near lavatories if your next class is in Marian Hall; 
use door near dishwasher if going to St, Edmund's; door near hot lunch 
line if going to St. Albert's. Passage through auditorium and gym¬ 
nasium is forbidden. 

D. Attendance 

1. A single day's absence of one pupil hampers the work of at least 6 
teachers and sets back the absentee as to homework, new teaching, 
and current work on his return. "Make-up" is a misnomer; for class- 
work missed is never made up. Therefore, every absence should be 
legitimate and unavoidable. Avoidable absences include baby-sitting, 
physical indisposition that would not keep the student's father home 
from his job, doctor's appointments (practically always), family 
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vacations. 

2. In the event of reasonable absence. 

a) Call the school before 9:00 A.M ., notifying office of reason. 

b) Bring note from home upon returning, giving dates and reason 
for absence,and signed by parent or guardian. Use stationery. 

c) Students returning after an absence of 3 days or more must 
report to office to arrange make-up schedule. 

d) If absent for a week or longer , student must bring note signed 
by doctor. 

e) If student fails to bring written note as required, he must report 
to office for admission slip to class. 

3. Tardiness : Once the 8:20 bell has sounded, students will not be ad¬ 
mitted to the home room without a late-slip. Three late-slips for un¬ 
excused tardiness will be punished by Detention. 

4. Truancy will be punished by suspension. 

E. School Attire 

1. Girls : Regulation school uniform to be worn at all times. Sneakers 
not allowed; and white ankle socks are regulation. Beanies are to 
be worn at all religious exercises. The we skit is the only outer gar ¬ 
ment to be worn over the blouse within the buildings . In class re¬ 
move coats and sweaters. If for a reasonable cause a girl is unable 

to wear her uniform, she should bring a written explanation from home. 
Recurring cases will be referred to the Office. 

2. Boys : shirt and tie; regulation gray blazer; clean pressed pants. Fresh¬ 
men will begin wearing the blazer after the first semester. 

F. Textbooks : are provided free of charge. The student is responsible for all 
texts entrusted to him. Keep books covered at all times . Lost or unneces¬ 
sarily damaged books must be replaced by the student responsible. 

Workbooks and such supplies as are consumed in the using will be pur¬ 
chased as needed. 

G. School property belongs to all of us and is held in trust for those coming 
after. Wanton damage is subject to a minimum $10 fine. Gum chewing : 
a source of property damage, is strictly forbidden. 

H. Smoking is not permitted on school property or on buses, within the area of 
the school, or by girls whenever in uniform. Violators will be liable to sus¬ 
pension. 

I. Lockers 

Keep lockers clean and neat; safeguard the padlock issued to you. Lost pad¬ 
locks must be replaced ($1.50). 
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J. Buses 

1. The good name of your school and family rides with you on the bus. 
Please keep this in mind, showing to one another and to the driver 
that courtesy that people expect of Catholic young people. Mis¬ 
behavior will be treated as though it happened in school. 

2. Bus payment may be made through the mail or paid to appointed moni¬ 
tor in the Book Store during the first week of the month, 

K. Automobiles 

1. Student ownership of automobiles is definitely not approved , except 
where it is absolutely necessary for getting to and from school. The 
advantages of owning the car are far outweighed by disadvantages. 

2. Buses have been arranged from many of our outlying regions, and 
this method of transportation should be preferred by parents to student 
driving. It is safer, more orderly, less expensive. 

3. Where driving to school is considered reasonable and necessary, 
permission must be obtained from the school and parking arranged in 
the school lot. 

L. Fire Drill 

The signal is a steady blast on the fire horn. Proceed quickly and quietly 
to assigned stations. Notice placards posted in each classroom giving 
directions. Know where to go from each room. 

M. Dances and other social activities should be characterized by friendliness, 
a willingness to contribute to everyone's good time, and good behavior. 

1. Steady dating, universally condemned for moral and psychological 
reasons, has no place in the lives of normal (according to Christ's 
norm) teen-agers. 

2. Smoking is not permitted at dances and other school activities. 

3. Students who leave the building may not return. 

N. Found articles may be turned in to the Office. Lost articles are to be looked 
for in the Book Store . 

O. The school telephone may be used only for school business. Pupils will 
not be allowed to take any incoming calls whatever. All visitors must 
report first to the Office. 

P. Snowball throwing is forbidden. 

Q. Study Halls will be used productively provided students maintain quiet and 
tend to their own business. A little noise from one or two can make concen¬ 
tration impossible for many. Passes will be issued to students wishing to 
go to lavatory. Chapel, or Office. See above for procedure in going to 
library. 
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X. EXTRA-CURRICULAR ACTIVITIES 


While studies come first, extra-curriculars certainly contribute to a well- 
rounded student life. Emphasis must be on student activities, and all who join 
a school organization should do so with the idea of working at it. Better to join 
one and stay with it than to flit among many. Participation in service organiza¬ 
tions ( class office. Student Council, student patrol, etc.) and inter-scholastic 
sports will not be permitted those whose scholastic achievement falls consider¬ 
ably below mental ability. Final decision in this regard will be the Principal's, 
who will be kept informed of participant's classroom conduct and effort by in¬ 
dividual subject teachers. 

A. Classes 

You automatically belong to this intra-school activity; and your class is what 
you make of it. Choose your leaders with care, realizing that candidates must 
have good scholastic rating and be approved bv the Office . Do your share for 
each class project, taking justifiable pride in your collective accomplishments. 
Gripers are never happy. Students that work together are always happy. 

B. Spiritual Organizations 
Apostleship of Prayer; Sodality. 

C. Athletics , under the direction of Father Kane, Mr. Powers, and Mrs. Guerin, 
take place after school. A variety of intramural and inter scholastic activities 
are offerred, so that every boy and girl should find the program worthwhile and 
enjoyable. All participants must have taken out school insurance policy. 

Service Organizations , some of which are elective, include the Student Patrol, 
Student Council, to be organized in 1959-1960, the Library Club, Book Store, 
Sacristy and Office assistants. Acolytes, Audio-Visual Club. 

E. Publications include the "Shield", school newspaper, and the "Crosier", our 
yearbook. 

F. Musical Organizations : Glee Club, band.
